Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-28 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the combination of elements including a passive needle guard comprising 
a body having a cavity for receiving a medicine cartridge comprising a syringe, ampoule 
or vial; a shield slidably attached to the body; cooperating catches on the body and 
shield for holding the body and shield in an extended position; a latch member 
extending from one of the shield and body, the latch member being deflectable for 
disengaging the cooperating catches upon depression of a plunger, whereby the body 
may be retracted to the retracted position, was not found in the prior art search. The 
method of use of the device was also not found in the prior art search/
